Colonoel Simons had been in com- 
mand of the 327th infantry since the. 
earliest days of Camp Gordon. He was, 
a native of South Carolina, believed | 
to have come from the eastern portion 
of that state. Little is known here con- 
cerning his home or people. He was 
unmarried, and 43 years old. 

He was one of the most popular offi- 
cers at the camp, and is described by 
fellow-officers as being one of the most} 
capable and efficient. No

Scheme of the Majority. 


The scheme of the majority as de- 
scribed in the chairman’s letter pro- 
vides for establishment of a parliament 
for the whole of Ireland with an ex- 
ecutive responsible to it and with full 
powers over all. internal legislation, 
administration and direct taxation. 
Pending decision of the fiscal question, 
it is provided that imposition of duties 
and excise shall remain with the im- 
perial parliament, but that the whole 
of the proceeds of these taxes shali be‘ 
paid to .the Irish exchequer. A joint 
exchequer board would be set up to 
determine the Irish true revenue and 
Ireland would be represented upon the

This movement is the result of a 
conference this afternoon between Dr. 
T. F. Abercrombie, secretary of the 
Georgia state board of health, and rep- 
resentatives of the surgeon general 
and the quartermaster general. The 
engineer was charged with the duty 
of astertaining the best possible plan 
to pursue to insure an adequate sys- 
tem and, pending his report, the Geor- 
gia health officer was officially as- 
sured that the present unsatisfactory 
system would be relieved just as 
quickly as practicable, and certainly 
before warm weather began. 

Therefore, the purpose of Dr. Aber- 
crombie’s visit to Washington has 
been entirely satisfactory and further 
apprehension as a result of the Gor- 
don sewerage system, may be re- 
lieved.

Will 


Develop Into Best Troops 


Recently Arrived Southern- 
ers Stand Poorer Physical 
Exams Than Past Contin- 
gents, But Will Make Bet- 
ter Soldiers on Account of 
Superior Intelligence. 


By Loyd A. Wiltheoit. 

“The white selectmen who have re- 
ported at this camp since March 29, 
compose the best soldier material that 
we have ever had at Camp Gordon, and 
these men are going to develop into the 
best fighting men Gordon has turned 
out.” 

This is a statement that has been 
made many times by officials at the 
national army receiving station since 
the new men from Georgid, Alabama 
and Tennessee began to flock to the 
reservation about two weeks ago in an- 
swer to a draft call issued by army 
authorities at that time. 

And in order to make good the state- 
ment of these officials the southerners 
will have to do some mighty hard work 
and develop into prize fighting men, fot 
in the men of the Eighty-second di- 


ivision the camp has turned out what is 


considered thousands of polished sol- 
diers, whose efficiency is marked high 
indeed. 

But while they reiterate the fact that 
the new selectmen: compose the best 
fighting contingent the camp has ever 
included, officers of the station make 
another statement which, at first glance, 
seems to be in direct conflict with 
their first assertion. 

Poor Physical Exams, 

This last statement is that the new 
men have stood the poorest physical 
examination of all the soldier offerings 
of the south, east, north and west, 
which sections have al] been fully rep- 
resented at the camp. 

And yet when this puzzling situation 
is explained by the officers at the sta- 
tion, all complications and apparent 
contradictions are cleared up, and it re- 
mains only for one to look at the mat- 
ter in its true light and to concede the 
fact that the officers have caught the 
psychological key of the matter and 
are exactly right in their contentions. 

“TI have received men from all sec- 
tions of the country who have been 
enrolled in Gordon's forces,” stated one 
of the officers, “and I know what I am 
talking about when I say that these 
men are the best fighting material we 
have ever had here. But at the same 
time I admit that they have passed 
the poorest physical examinations in 
the history of the camp. 

Intelligence Makes Fighters. 

“However, it is true that military 
efficiency in this day and time does not 
hinge on brawn or brute strength. It 
is intelligence and brain power that 
makes the true soldier, and in this re- 
spect the new men are far superior 
to any we have ever had here. 

“I do not mean to say that the men 
we have had in the division are men- 
tally weak, for they are bright, capable 
men. But the new soldiers possess an 
unusual mental power as a whole that 
puts them in a class by themselves so 
far as Camp Gordon is concerned. In 
short they possess one attribute that 
is sure to lead them on to the goal of 
the highest military efficiency, and that 
is ‘a fighting heart.’” 

To find a correct definition of the 
term “fighting heart” it is necessary to 
resort to the realm of sports and to 
draw a comparison between two profes- 
sional pugilists, one of the past and 
one of the present. Fred Fulton, the 
white Jhope of today, is far heavier 
than Jim Corbett, the master of the 
past. Fulton has the reach, the height 
and the brute strength advantages of 
these two, and yet there are none who 
will contend that Fred Fulton in his 
prime today is as good a fighter as 
Jim Corbett in his prime years ago. 

“The Fighting Heart.” 

And the difference is “the fighting 
heart,” or the pure love of cool, fair, 
courageous strife, fighting in which 
undue advantage is never taken nor 
openings left for an opponent to take 
advantage. Fulton is a powerful fight- 
er without a trace of cowardice and 
with a hard blow at command, but the 
poorer physical specimen, Jim Corbett, 
can strike harder by the use of both 
strength and intellect. 

And as Corbett is superior over Ful- 
ton, so are the new men stronger than 
the men who have been received at 
Camp Gordon during the past. Thou- 
sands more of the same type of white 
selectmen, clerical and professional men, 
instead of farmers, as in the last calls, 
will begin flocking to Camp Gordon on 
April 26, and shortly after the nucleus 
of Gordon’s second division will have 
gathered. 

If the remainder of the division can 
be kept up to the standard of this-foun- 
dation, Camp Gordon will have the hon- 
or of turning out the finest and most 


efficient fighting unit that this country 
has ever produced on ever will produce.

ATLANTAN WOUNDED 
IN FRANCE RETURNS 


Paul M. Jones, With Three 
Comrades, Aiding in Phil- 
adelphia Bond Drive. 


Paul M. Jones, an Atlantan who was 
one of the first wounded American sol- 
diers to return to this country from the 
battlefields of France, is now in Phila- 
delphia aiding in the Liberty bond cam- 
paign being carried out in that city. 
With him are Sergeant George P. Clay- 
ton, D. M. Harding and D. M. Langford, 
all of whom are also incapacitated from 
wounds received in action. 

All have been offered retirement from 
the service, and all have refused it. 
Clayton, Harding and Jones are old and 
experienced soldiers, having taken part 
in the Spanish-American war, the Phil- 
ippine campaign and the Mexican bor- 
der campaign. 

Their work in the Philadelphia bond 
campaign consists of telling their per- 
sonal experiences in the trenches 
against the Huns, and their efforts to 
sell the bonds are resulting in great 
success. They state that the German 
soldier is afraid of the American and 
his power in this war, and each of them 
is confident of the final and favorable 
outcome of the struggle.

DIRECT RAIL ROUTE 


Between Atlanta and 
These Points. 


Efforts are being made in the west 
coast towns of Florida to secure a 
more direct rail route between Atlanta 
and those points. This is caused by 
the fact that at present practically all 
freight and passenger traffic to those 


points is routed by ‘way of Jackson- 
ville, which is approximately one hun- 
dred miles further than considered 
necessary for the havwl. 

Communications have been addressed 
to William G. McAdoo, director general 
of railroads, pointing out what a sav- 
ing in haulage expenses could be af- 
fected by this move and asking him to 
endeavor, if possible, to make this 
change in routing. 

L. A. Whitney, secretary of the St. 
Petersburg, Fla., Board of Trade, was 
recently in Atlanta and conferred with 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
a number of prominent railroad of- 
ficials here on this matter. 

It is stated that the most feasible 
route would be by way of Macon, Tifton, 
Valdosta, Jasper, Fla., Live Oak, New- 
burg, Dunnellon and to Tampa and 8t. 
Petersburg by the Atlantic Coast Line 
road. There are séveral variations to 
this route which could be considered, 
but it is pointed out that this is com- 
paratively the shortest and is also in 
such condition as regards roadbed and 
equipment as to require no construc- 
tion work to make it suitable for heavy 
traffic. 

It is probable that figures will short- 
ly be presented to the proper authori- 
ties, showing the amount of through 
freight and passenger travel which is 
now sent out of Atlanta for the Florida 
west coast towns, and is routed through 
Jacksonville.

SENATOR BROUSSARD 
SUMMONED BY DEATH 


Louisiana Senator Had Been 
Under Care of Physi- 


cians for Year. 


New Iberia, La., April 12.—Robert F. 
Broussard, Jr., United States senator 
from Louisiana, died at his home here 
tonight after a serious illness of sev- 
eral weeks. Physicians said death 
was caused by a complication of dis- 
eases. 

Senator Broussard had been in poor 
health for several yea s, and for more 
than a year had been under almost 
constant care of physicians. He re- 
cently told friends fifteen physicians 
in the last two years had each given 


a different diagnosis of his ailments. 

On March 17. last, surgeons per- 
formed an operation for infusion of 
blood, and for a short time Mr. Brous- 
Sard seemed to improve, but compli- 
cations developed and during the last 
few days his death was expected mo- 
mentarily. | 

Senator Broussard enjoyed extensive 
personal popularity among his con- 
stituents especially in the third con- 
gressional district and he was famil- 
iarly known through the Creole par- 
ishes of Louisiana as ‘Couzan Bob” 
because of his numerous kinsmen of 
that name. He had served in congress 
either in the house or senate since 
1897 and at the time of his death was 
chairman of the senate committee on 
national banks. In congress he often 
was referred to as the “watch dog of 
the Louisiana sugar industry,” and 
also a democrat, he constantly advo- 
cated adequate protection for domestic 
sugar. For years Mr. Broussard 
was a member of the democratic state 
central committee. 

Senator Broussard was born on his 
father’s plantation near New Iberia, 
August 17, 1864. He attended George- 
town university, Washington, D. ~ 
and in 1889 was graduated from Tulane 
university law school, beginning prac- 
tice in this city. He was twice elected 
prosecuting attorney for this district, 
resigning to enter congress as repre- 
sentative from the _ third Louisiana 
district in 1897. He served for 18 
years in the house and in May, 1912, 
was elected United States senator for 
the term beginning March 4, 1915. He 
was elected to the 68d congress with- 
out opposition after he had been chos- 
en for the senate and before he took 
his seat in the upper body. 

Senator Broussard was married in 
1898 to Miss Marrette Applegate, of 
New Orleans, who survives him. 

The funeral will not be held until 
Monday or Tuesday. Definite ar- 
rangements for the funeral will not be 
made until tomorrow, it was an- 
nounced at the Broussard home to- 
night. 


New Orleans, April 12.—The death of 
Senator R. F. Broussard tonight will 
make it necessary for Louisiana to elect 
two United States senators in the gen- 
eral election next November. Senator 
Joseph E. .Ransdell’s term expires 
March 4 next. and a successor will 
have to be chosen to fill out the term 
of Senator Broussard. which expires 
March 4, 192i. 

Prominent state offictals tonight be- 
lieved Governor Pleasant shortly 
would appoint a senator to serve unti] 
January 1. 1919. when the successor to 
be elected for Broussard’s unexpired 
term would take his seat.

No Concealment. 

Both. were taken before Mr. Clyne 
last night and are quoted as having 
attempted little if any concealment. 

According to Mr. Clabaugh, 
Thomas said: 

“I love her and don’t care if the 
whole world knows it. My arrest is a 
tremendous injustice.” 

‘Dr. Thomas was kind to me. After 
my husband left for France Dr. Thomas 
was most solicitous for my comfort. l 
just liked him at first; later it grew 
into love.” - 

Dr. Thomas ts 656 years of age, mar- 
ried and has grown children. Mrs. 
Thomas was one of the founders of the 
woman’s peace party. Mrs. Granger | 
is 24 years old and has a 3-year-old 
child living wifh her mother at Fort 
Worth, Texas. : 

She said, according to Clabaugh, that 
she accompanied her husband from the 
training camp at Fort Worth to New 
York to say good-by when he sailed. 
Dr. Thomas was in the city to gather 
material for a book on Poland. They 
were introduced by Mrs. Granger's sis- 
ter. The latter and Mrs. Granger have 
been living at a south side family ho- 
tel for about two weeks. The sister’s 
name, according to G. W. Wayson, man- 
ager of the hotel, is Mrs. Rains. 

Thomas Lectured on Sex Relations. 

Df.. Thomas for some time was much 
in demand for his lectures on sociology 
and the relation of sex thereunto. 
Among his teachings were: 

“Women are better off for having 
hag their fling as men do. Dissipated 
women often make excellent wives. 

“Chivalry is the persistence of the 
old race habit of contempt for women. | 

“Any girl, mentally meture, has the 
right to have children and the right 
to limit their number. 

“The morality of women is an ex- 
pediency rather than an innate virtue. 


“Marriage as it exists today is rap- 
idly approaching a form of immorality. 

“Matrimony is often an arrangement 
by which the woman -trades her irre- 
proachable conduct for irreproachable 
gowns. ; 

“Children are not the result of mar- 
riage, but marriage is the result of 
children.”

The na- 
tionalists strove to win them by con- 
cessions, but they found themselves un- 
able to accept any of the schemes dis- 
cussed, and the only scheme of Irish 
government they presented to the con- 
vention was confined to the exclusion 
of their entire province. 

“Long before the hope of complete 
unanimity had passed, the majority of 
the convention were considering the 
possibilities of any agreement between 
the nationalists and southern union- 
ists. Lord Middleton was the first to 
make a concrete proposal to this end. 
The report shows that in November he 
outlined to the grand committee and 
in December brought before the con- 
vention what looked like a workable 
compromise. It accepted self-govern- 
ment for Ireland. In return for spe- 
cial minority representation in the Irish 
parliament, already conceded by Irish 
legislation, it offered to that parlia- 
ment complete power over internal leg- 
islation and administration and in mat- 
ters of finance over direct taxation and 
excise. But although they agreed that 
customs revenue shoul be paid into 
the Irish exchequer, the southern union- 
ists insisted uupon a permanent reserv- 
ation to the imperial parliament of 
power to fix rates of custom duties. 
By fair the greater part*of our time 
was occupied by this one question— 
whether imposition of customs duties 
should or should not tbe under control 
of the Irish parliament. The difficul- 
ties of the Irish convention may be 
summed up in two words: ‘Ulster’ and 
‘customs.’ ” 


The Fiseal Difficulty. 


Remarking that “the Ulster difficulty

“were apprehensive that a separate 
system of customs control, however 
guarded, might impair the authority of 
the United Kingdom over its external 
trade policy. Neither could they con- 
sent to any settlement which was in 
their judgment incompatible with Ire- 
land’s full participation in a scheme of 
the United Kingdom’s federation, 
should that come to pass.” 

As far as the nationalists and the 
southern unionists were concerned, 
‘neither side was willing to surrender 
principle, but both sides were willing 
in order that a parliament might imme- 
diately be established to postpone leg- 
islative decision upon ultimate con- 
trol of customs and excise. t 
the same time each party has 
put on record in separate notes, sub- 
joined to the report, its claim respect- 
ing final settlement of this question. 
Decision having been reached on the 
cardinal issue, the majority of the con- 
vention carried the series of resolutions 
which,. together, form a complete 
scheme of self- government.” 

“Ig it to6 much to hope,” Sir Horace 
asks in conclusion, “that the scheme 
embodying the agreement will forth- 
with be brought to fruition by those to 
whose call the Irish convention now 
has ‘responded?’

FOUNDLING ASYLUM 
SHELLED BY GERMANS 


Three Persons Killed and 11 
Wounded by “Won- 
der’ Gun. 


Paris, April 12.—For the first time 
since the long distance bombardment of 
Paris, German shells reached the Par- 
is region after sunset. A projectile 
struck somewhere near the city at 
8:05 o'clock this evening. 

In tre Paris district today two per- 
sons were killed and twelve wounded 
by the bombardment. 

A shell fired by the German long- 
range cannon yesterday struck a found- 
ling asylum in the Rue de la Creche, 
in the Montrouge district, on the south- 
érn outskirts of Paris, and three per-« 
sons there were killed and eleven 
wounded. Within the hospital were 
thirty ‘women with newborn babies. 
One maternity nurse, one patient and 
one baby were killed, while two proba- 
tioners, six women patients and three 
infants were injured. 

The shell entered on the ground floor 
and burst in the middle of a ward. Had 
it come half an hour earlier it would 
have made many moré victims, for it 
was visitors’ day, and friends of the 
patients had just left. ¢ 

Another shell struck an open-air bow!l- 
ing alley and killed a man and a boy, 
and wounded ten other persons.
